the now little disputed antiquity of the site ind secondly to bring 
to light more traces and relies of that interesting and extinct people 
known to us through the Burmese as Pyu who once inhabited this part 
of the Province It may be mentioned that of the old Pyu records 
which have been brought tohght duriog presious years only a few short 
ones owing to their better state of presertation have been deciphered 
and tentatively read the longer ones from the Kyaukhathes the 
Bebe and Payagy: pagodas have not yet been deciphered owing partly 
to their damaged condition and partly for wtnt of a vocabulary lare 
enough to enable one to tead them in the event of their being 
deciphered 2t all It was hoped thrt farther excrvations at Hmawza 
might y1eld some inscriptions and with them more clues to the reading 
and interpretation of these viluable records written ina dead lnguige 

It may however be stated at the outset that none of these 
hopes were realized to any apprecitble extent although this yew s work 
was not devoid of finds of 1m interesting, nature 

Tt must be remembered that excavatton worl in Burma has to 
be undertiken in a spinst somewhat different from thatin India The 
sites here which it 18 expected are ishely to yield results of an mmterest 
ing nature 1re all Buddhistic all the monuments and most of the finds 
are considered to be national property and to belong as such and from 
the rel ,ous pomt of view to the people one has therefore to proceed 
with ciution in a country where Buddhism ts a lning religon which 
holds such wonderous sw} over the minds of the people So far this 
Depirtment has not met with any opposition at Hmawza and it 13 
sincerely hoped that thts spint of toleration will codtinue for 
archzeologicnl research in Burm’ is far from being complete at the same 
time owing to several circumstances it ts a worl which cannot be 
pushed through with all the expedition one could wish The results of 
the year s work at Hmanz2 may be summarzed as follons — 

An old mound at Thaungbyegon wis opened up It 1s situated close 
to the south side of the ofd city with the walls and near the rem’uns 
ofanold gate Asusmi yt wos found thickly covered with yunple 2 
preliminary examumition of it pointed out that barring the rumous 
condition into which tt had fallen tts mnteror rid not to 2 appearances 
been tumpered with by treasure hunters that pest of archvology 19 
Burma or by other mischievous persons [t was expected that its 
eacavation would vield objects of antiquarian interest But this antici 
pation ws only partially folfilled as will be scer below for this mound 
hhe unfortumtely many others had not escaped the ruthless attention 
ofthe treasure hunters as was revered at the Inst moment Some of 
these rus must hie been dug, up for treasure very Iong a0 perhaps 
centuries for in not 2 fewcases the oldest sillagers have no recollection 
of their baying ever been meddied with % 
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Plate I shows the mound 1s it was after clearing the jungle Owing 
tothe dinger tothe workmen of digging a cross tunnel through the 
sides the digging wis started from the top and I the debris and the 
bricks that were found in hhyers carefully removed The work was 
continued for some days without coming wress 1ny find worth noticing 
and during ll these days the bricl work of the mun building was found 
quite intact except around the fringe or edge where the brichs 
had deteriorated and were crumbling One afternoon however a few 
brichs lad over together in the form of 4 truncated cone located in the 
centre of the main brickwork but quite sepirate from it were brought 
to light The top of the cone was discovered 1t 1 depth of 16 feet from 
the summit of the mun the totil height of the mound before it 
wis dismantled being 23 feet above the level of the surrounding ground 
It was then conjectured that this small cone formed the top of 1 small 
stip. buried inside the outer cising of brichworl yet untouched This 
‘was confirmed by the part! exposition of the finial of 1 stupt early the 
nextday At this stute expectations ran high among the workmen who 
could not be convinced that such stupas seldom contain treasures 
as they understand them 7% precious stones gold silver etc nd tlus 
decided me to heep trusted night watchmen on the spoton breil ing up 
work every day The news of the discovery soon spreid round rnd the 
people of the neighbourm, villages came strevming in to the site 
to visit the shrine 


The work wis continued till the whole of thit small stupi wis 
exposed It 1s of the conical type known among the people here 
as—onSgoSco {lithe turned stnp2)from the fact that every principal 
put of itiscircularin plan Itas built on a squire pedestal and has 
two cirenlar terrices a bell-shaped dome 1 finini formed of receding 
rings of round mouldings and an amlaka (see Plate II) 

Its total height measures 6 feet 10 snches 


‘There were trices that it bad once been plistered over hut all the 
plaster had peeled off probably owing to the damp produced by heavy 
run water sinking in through the surrounding old brichwork otherwise 
it was intict and bore no mark of having been dug into 50 far as the 
body of the shrine wis concerned Howerer there ws found 1 breach 
on one side in the wall of the pedestal underneath the stupa and a 
simular bretch in the brichs on the corresponding side of the outer casing 
The latter was rbout 73 feet in width and 6 feet in height On clearing 
the debris 2 small chamber 1s disclosed nght underneith the stup1 and 
the pedestal mentioned ws in fact found to be 1 hollow one forming a 
relic chimber No relics were found there all trices of them had 
disappeired There were found however 1 few smil fragments of 
chured bones and some ashes miyed with earth just outside the 
chamber There can be therefore but little doubt the stupa and the 
monument encising it were raised on the cremated remains of some 
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high personage now long fergotten , at 1s difficult to decide as to the age 
of the building, though the size of the bricks mm the outer building point 
to some antiquity 

Another mound situated in the sime locality as the one above 
mentioned, but 2 few hundred feet to the west, was also opened up at 
the sime time It was only a small elevation the top of which was 
rased 7 feet above the surrounding level , it measured 30 feet east to 
west and 25 feet north to south at its hase Close to it there were 
found some terra cotta phiques of .« fairly large size with some figures 
worked on them , on the mound itself were found lirge sized brickbats 
which, when entire, must have measured about 15} x84" X 24" ,as 
1s well known, the size of bricks san mdex to the age of a monument 
These several finds consequently decided me to excavite thit mound 
Two cross trenches were dug starting from the muddle of each of 
the four sides of the mound At a depth of about one foot below the 
original surface of the mound on the top there were found brichs m 
layers following them on every side, we eventually cime upon the traces 
of a brich structure, the square bisement of which measures 14 feet 5 
inches north south and 14 feet 8 inches east west Then, I ordered a pit 
measuring 12 square feet to be sunk from the op = Eacept for a «mill 
indentation into the structure on the west from outside, measuring 
23! x 2,’ X 3’, brichsin layers continued on regularly to a depth of 6 
feet 9 inches 

In the indentation just mentioned there were found the shell of a 
tortmse, a small bronze hand very finely modelied and 2 small copper 
trod This rod ss 42 snches in length , itas thich at both ends and 
Gradually thins to the centre In shape st resembles very closely the 
copper rods mentioned as Nos 83, 84 and 85, photographs of «hich are 
shown in Plate LX of the Archeological Survey of Incha Report, 1913-14, 
which are said to have been found in the course of excavations at 
Besnagar in Gurhor State in India, and commonly supposed to be 
antimony stichs' To what use this copper rod found at Hmawzi may 
have been put, J have not yet found out Whether the small hand 
referred to was the hand of a Buddh- smage, 1s difficult to say,as no 
other fragments which mught have helped to reconstitute the im1ge 
were found As for the tortoise shell at lms probably to be considered

All traces of brichs suddenly ceased and two more feet of earth had

As the debris inside the hollow were being remored Wc cime upon 
the smooth surface of 9 fragment of stone close to the side of the prt 
Further cleawrince of the debris wound tlit fragment brought to light 
three other pieces of the same stone afew feet below the level of the 
first one On all these fraxments but one were found mouldings 
enriched with floral designs and other ornaments cirved in low relief 
The largest piece 1s sexinental in plin meisuring 6 feet across from 
one end of the segment to the other it is evidently of 9 crreniar stone 
which no doubt must have Served 1s the pedestal of 4 huge statue it 
1s 2 feet 4 inches in height From the data thus afforded it has been

bricks with old P56 numerals on them found round about the frigments 
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of this pedestal there can be no doubt thit it ts the work of Pyu artists, 
and that its date may be placed between about the 10th and 12th

My rttention was neat drawn to the small range of hills backing the 
old city site ad separating st from the mver Irrawiddy A villager 
brought mea terra cotts votive tablet whitch was said to hwe been 
found near a small mound of bricks on 1 spurof those fills new the 
Pada pagodas As already said above such tablets are plentiful in 
Hmawzi unfortunately there 1s but little vanety im their designs 
thousands being mide out of avery few moulds and sold to present 1s 
ex totas to the temples 1nd mgodas or to enshrine them tn the relic 
chimbers Interest in those tablets 1s aroused only when one comes 
across a specimen differing greatly or at least :n some pirticulirs from 
the stereotyned few models which are found by the thousands 


The tahlet ttuded to above 1s rectangular in shape measuring 
8 7 X 2. withadeep unpressionon one side It 1s broken into 
four fragments but otherwise 1s in 1 furly good state of preservation 
There is in the impression an im ge of Buddin standing on a lotus with 
the left hand holding a round object which though much damaged yet 
judging from its size was no doubt an alms bowl held to the level 
of the stomach the right arm broken off «at the wnst is 
hanging down 1Nong the robe The halo around the herd 1s formed of

A reference “to our extensne collection showed that this type of 
votive tablet hid nottsyet been found at Hmawz4 or other places in 
Burm wd this decided me to dig around the small mound where it 
wis sudto lie been found The mound itself was marked by the 
rise at the centre of 1 few feet of broken brichs ~bove the surrounding 
level of gravel and earth withm an area forming roughly 1 squire 20 
feet on cich side Digging round this area brought to hght the remains 
of a bnich structure squire in plain of about 17 feet erch side forming 
an enclosing brickwork or walls tno bricks im thickness the squire 
thus formed being filled up with mud and brolen bricks but night in 
the centre there was founda cubical mass of bnckwork with all its 
sides intrct the top only being broken off This cube was protected 
all round on the outside with 1 thick Iver of large pebbles nearly 
ont foot in thicknes On remoung these pebbles and the brichs there 
Were found mixed up with carth a pile of terra cotta votne tablets in 
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all stages of decay Only a few were found ina fair state of preserva- 
tion On piecing together those best Preserved, they were found to be 
of three different types They all bear images of the Budd, either 
seated or standing The first type ss the one having a standing Buddha, 
as the one just described The second lias the setted imige or 
principal figure placed in a deep niche crowned by a foliated arch In 
the spice round the figure outside the Iamboyant orn iment or halo, are 
remnants of figures or objects which cannot be made out owing 
to therr much damaged condition The third type his also 
a seated Duddha in the centre but rt differs from the above 30 
some details It 1» seated cross legged with the left leg placed over 
the mght ona lotns cushion — thisis comimon to both types, hut the 
latter has its mht hand Placed in the Jap wid the left hand resting on 
the knee insterd of the other Way round which 1s the common posture 
This pasture 1s quite uncommon in Buddhist iconography , it 15 seen in 
only one other example in stone 15 far as Tam able to ascertain, and 
may be seen in the Bebe temple Hmiwzi (side fig 3,pige 121 of 
the Archeological Survey of Indm Annunl Report, 1909 10) Beneath 
the lotus cushion on which the Buddha is seated there is a carpet 
hangng down, on erch side of which are two smul figures which, 
judging from the Position of one of their hinds, seem to be holding 
conversition with the Buddht Above these two hyures, on each side, 
Is a fly Rapper or chowry The faint lines of the drapery in the second 
and third type, which are seen only at the neck, wrists and ankles agin 
show the influence of the Gupti school It may be remarked tit the 
cast of countenance 1n these three tablets is not Indian (as 1s the case 
in almost all old tablets found in Burma) but indigenous, which points 
Out that the moulds were the work not of Indins but of artists, 
natives of old Prome They Probably belong to some period between 
the 10th and 13th centuries, sec Plate IV 

Operations were resumed also at the sites left over last yer fo. want 
of funds Theresults at the Udemna Natsin lén (wide parajfraph 42 
of the Annual Report for the yet ending 31st March 1925) were rither 
disappomting A few more sculptures were found, but they were very 
much damaged The mound at the Kinmungyon yielded a few more 
plaques of the same nitureas those mentioned last year (parigraph 30), 


these also beir the stamp of locud ‘workmanship, and form a distinct 
Sroup by themselves
